" St. Peter.sburg, Feb. 21— Tho frustra- 
tion in this city yesterday of a terrorist 
plot, and. the arre.qt of fifty men and 
women for alleged complicity was fol- 
lovvoa today by the capture in suburban 
towns' of several other persons impli- 
cated in the^abortive attempt at assas- 
sl.nation. 

The police believe they have .mad(> 
the most important and telling move 
against the terrorists that has been 
engineered in Several years The plot 
of yesterday came very much nearer 
maturing than did the last unsucce.ss- 
ful conspiracy against the emperor, the 
p.artlcipants in which were tried and 
condemned last July. 

According to tho police, yesterday's 
band had two victims in view. Grand 
Buke Nicholas Nicholalevitch and 
Judge Chtcheglovitoff, minister of jus- 
tice. Both were to have been assas- 
sinated between their residences anrj 
tho railroad station for the Tsarskoe 
Selo, where they were going to see the 
emperor. Two distinct revolutionary 
organizations were concerned. The first 
liad its headquarters in Finland and 
the second was the so-called north- 
ern flying column, recruited in the vi- 
cinity of Moscow.

Nor do I think, that 
any different opinion is really hold 
either here or elsewhere in well-ln- 
forir.ed quarters In reference to the real 
altltuile of tlie people of this country, 
in regard to this whole matter. (Hear- 
hear.) 

Now then, sir, the work of an im- 
perial commission, if Its appointment 
can be obtained, will unquestionably 
establish to the satisfaction of the 
highest court of apjieal In the British 
Empire, the mother land that no de- 
sires ut all exists hero in the direc- 
tion of bringirrg about an international 
conflict, and it will, moreover, demon- 
strate, sir, that the local conditions, 
which have been so often represented, 
by the government as well as by tho 
people of tills country as being most 
serionsily menaced by this flood ot 
Oriental Iruinlgratlon are conditions, 
which we in this country, vnluo Very 
hghly, and It will furtiier demonstrate, 
Mr. Speaker, tliat as part and parcel 
of the substantial development of tho 
province of British Columbia, It is 
an ab.solute essentia! tliat the immi- 
gration of these Orientals shall bo 
prohibited, and that every encourage- 
ment possible shall bo given for. the 
bringing into this province 'of British 
Columbia,: of . white settlers. (Cheers,) 
Orientals 'Not Necessary 
It has, however,' sir, gone abroad to 
a very considerable extent, that it is 
quite impossible to develop British 
Columbia along economic and business 
lines, unless w6 have cheap labor, that 
it is Impossible properly to till the 
fields of tlie country to get in the har- 
vest and to carry on the g:eneral lines 
of Industry which are connected with 
Uie business life of the country, in any 
proper manner, without cheap labor. 
(Hear-hear.) But I nm quite satis- 
lied that the interference and work of 
sucli a tribunal as tliat to which I 
am now referring would more than 
demonstrate, sir, that theso views are 
not the views whlcli the conditions, 
that have a all times prevailed in tills 
province have arranted. (Cheers.) 

There are and there have been, no 
doubt, sir, instances hero and there, 
wliere it might be sliown that the con- 
ditions called for labor of a cheap 
class, but these conditions. If wo only 
had the ojjportunlty of bringing into 
this province a sufficient supply of 
white labor, would at once change. 
(Hear, hear.) And it could be further 
and very readily shown to any im- 
Iiartlal tribunal, I am (luite satisfied, 
Mr. Speaker, tliat many of the argu- 
ments ..which -liave been brought to 
bear;'; igaln'st /this agitation, and the 
work' of ? those amongst us who have 
favored ; the; /absolute prohibition of 
Oriental' immigration, would be very 
soon proven:--td Be wrong, and proven 
wrong, . ; sir*. Plght up ' to the hilt. 
( Cheers^.. *'f''V'. ^-'^ 
Preferable to Local Commission. 
Now, sir, tile projiosal which is con- 
tained In tho resolution of my lion, 
friend from Nanalmo might be criti- 
cised in some such manner as this: 
that the conmiission whose appoint- 
ment is sougiit might very well be ap- 
pointed by this- legislature, and that 
we have the fult power vested in our- 
selves for doing this whole work; and 
it might further be said tlia,t; such a 
tribunal could not only make Van, In- 
quiry, but would be justified In mak- 
ing an inquiry of the most searching 
character. (Hear, hear.) I at once 
admit, sir, that It is quite witliin the 
competence of tho government of the | 
province of British Columbia, and for | 
llii.s iJarlianient, under the Public Iii- 
quirles act, to arrange for tlic apiioint- 
nieiil of sucli ;.i commission. But, ^Ir. 
Speakei', 1 contend that even if sucli a 
body were apj)uinted, and its work was 
performed in the most thorough man- 
ner pos.'i^.ble.. its coiiclu'sions would 
never be locked upon as anything else 
than local In tlieir nature, and if I 
might use tlie term "domestic" in 
tlicir character; wliile tliey would 
never, sir, have the weight and the 
far-reaching effect which wbuld in- 
evitably result from the work of such 
a tribunal as that which is proposed 
In the motion ot my hon. friend from 
Nanalmo. (Hoar, hear.) Again, Mr. 
Speaker, others may go further and 
say that If It be not in the best Inter- 
ests of thhs country that a provincial 
commission be Issued, why should we 
not refer the matter to Ottawa and 
get a com mission: from that source? 
■\Vell, Mr. Speaker, I do not think that 
even for so mucli as a nioment can 
there be any hesitation in this house 
in dealing witli tliat phase oi; this 
question (hear, hear), because,, sir, 
only a few months ago a very search- 
ing inquiry was made in this province 
by a commission whlcli was ajipointed 
at Ottawa, with tlie result with wdiclr 
we arc only too well acquainted: that 
not one-tenth of the prohibition of 
this class of immigration has been 
brought about, which the people of 
British CJolunibla.i:,,not.-only, expected, 
but also Had;58;0erfect. right to expeoti; 
would eiisue ' as the result of thosd 
deliberations. (Hear, hear.) > 
Dominion Commission. 
If you glance, sir,, through the report 
of tliat coniniission, and In particular 
If you glance through that part of it 
which deal.s with tho Japanese, you 
will find, sir, that this commission 
reported very strongly in favor of 
some effective measure In the way of 
prohibiting ' this Immigration, being 
adopted at once. (Hear, ;hoar.) But,' 
sir, wo find in the face of this report; 
supported as it was by a very strong, 
protest from the people . oC British 
Columbia, that nothing, absolutely; 
nothing, has been dxine to remedy this 
most unfortunate 3\ulo ot affairs, 
apart from tho eicplanatlon which has 
been given by Hon, M, Lemleux In so

My previous -reports havq dealt f,, go 
fully with the conditions qxlstljig upon 
the Fraser which threaten' to exter- 
minate the .s/oikeye, that there Is no 
occasion to go further Into a dlscus- 
aJon of the matter at this time, ex- 
cept, perhaps, to again point out the 
danger and to emphasize the state- 
meat that the steadv decrease in tho 
run and the unseeded .^pawning beds 
arc tbe results of excessive and insuf- 
ficiently restrictive fishing. That o.t- 
cesslve fishing is chiefly responsible 
for these results Is now admitted by 
both fishermen and cannors. It is 
also the general conson.?us of oiJinlon 
that additional measures of protec- 
tion innst bo adopted in order to ar- 
rest further depletion and probable 
extermination and to altord some as- 
surance that the run may be restored. 
There 1.9, however, no unanimity of 
opinion as to the character ot the 
measures to be adopted. 

The Reasons Discussed 

1 uiscussed tlio ciuestion of addi- 
tional limitations into fishing in my 
report of 1!)0'1, and my studies of tho 
seasons and fishing methods sinco

so near that I believe more stringent 
regulations than above outlined must 
for a time be enforced. I am so 
strongly impressed with this fact that 
I have no hesitancy in recommending 
that fishing on tho Fraser river, and 
its salt water approaches on both 
sides ot the line, be prohibited from 
July 10 to .September 16, tor the years 
1906, 1907 and 1908. It may be said 
that this Is altogether too radical. It- 
may also be gald that :su6h legislation 
can never: be .enacted,,v since tlie tlsh-! 
crraeo;,; apd,-- cancers ; would oppose It, 
for tho reason'tthat; it' would'for three 
^ ears drive "thera'f'fromifthe 'river. I 
nevertheleas fmljnilt that for three 
years the sockeye^$pawn deposited Itv 
the Fraser watershed has not been 
sufficient to produce runs of sockoye 
equal to those of the past three years, 
and that, notwithstanding the exces- 
sive, fishing during; that period, the 
catcK;; bSs'^;ivot; .b^^^ sufficient' to yield 
a .profit ''to'^either' t^ or 
the canners, and that many of them 
have lost monc.v. If the business of 
the fishermen and canners, under the 
existing laws as to seasons and meth- 
od.s (which they admit have tended 
to the extermination of the fish), has 
not been profitable for three years, 
upon what ground can they reasonably 
expect to make a profit in the years 
lilOG, 1907 and 1908 under more restric- 
tive regulations? For arguipont's sake 
let it be assumed that tlic run In 
1,906. 1907 and 190S will e(iual In num- 
ber those of the veur.5 l'J02. 1903 and 
1904, and that the fishing season be 
made shorter in order to permit a 
reasonable proportion of the fish to 
reach . the spawning grounds,- who .will

Cause of Falling Off 
Having thus shown that tlie sockeye 
I'll 11 to the Fraser Itiver district for 
tho last eight years has diminished, 
that all the spawning bods of the 
rh-er have been barren of spawning 
sockoyo, with the Mzception of tlic 
Harri.TOn-Liliooct La. section, which 
has, been shown to have been well 
seeded every year but thi.s, we are In 
possession of sufficient tact.i to con- 
clude tiiat tlie decrease in tho run, and 
tho absence of fish from tho greater 
portion of the spawning beds, are due 
to a failure to let tlic fish roach those 
beds, and that It I.s folly to expeof 
that the Harrlson-Llllooet , Lake sec- 
tion atone can produce , avsuffloJent 
number of young salmon .■^d ixiaintaln 
runs to tho Fraser ot ,the -magnitude 
of those of overy year ,: Rrevlous to 
1900. It Is Incomprehensible how any- 
one who has ever superficially stud- 
led the conditions of thU' fisheries of 
tho . Fraser can fall ta l?e Impressed 
with these .fftcts, and refer to tho 
mark^Ol decline as "fluctuations" or as 
"an ' alleged decline," and can any 
lonirer. assent that the Industry Is in a 
aatlsfactpry- i' 'condition bocau.so the 
HarrlSon-LHIooot Lake 'isoctlou has 
been shpwn to be well seeded with 
sockeyo ova for each of the past six 
year.s. The Harrlson-Lillonet Lake 
section and the other waters below the 
great cnnyoh ,at ^I'^^h', in tho. opinion 
of the writer,': 'do not represent more 
than 25 per cent , of the available 
spawning bods suitable for aockeyo In 
fVe entire watershed of the .

that of the last three years. It cer- 
tainly will not, if the theory is cor- 
rect that the run depends upon the 
result of propagation In the Fraser In 
the fourth preceding' year. If sockeye 
fishing In the Fraser district, on both 
sides of tho line, be prohibited in the 
years above specified, the fish which 
do como In from tho sea will reach the 
spawning grounds; when b^ natural 
propagation, aided by the hatcheries 
now in existence, (which ,iConriblncd 
have a capacity: of . .00,000,0.00 eggs), 
the river . will .'be • thproughly seeded, 
oven . though ■-the run; should be ma- 
terially less than that :of the past sea- 
son, If for a, period .of four years the 
sockeye- he given "free access to the 
spawning: grounds of . the river, tho 
fishery will be restored 'to a condition 
of profltabln proportions. It' is ocpial- 
Iv certain that if the river be not thus 
seeded the run of fish will continue 
to decrease. The fi.shcrmou and can- 
ners should recognize these facts now, 
for sooner or later they must face tho 
fact that tho only Avay the fish can 
be restored to tlie Fraser from fish 
bred there is to .temporarily forego 
catching them. It naturally follows, 
tlien, that the greater tlie decrease in

Large Run of Humpback 
Tliough the run o£ sockoye, .spring 
and cohoe salmon to .the Frascr tliis 
year exhibited a marked decline from 
that of previous seasons, the run of 
humpback salmon was greatly In ex 



The luimjiback appears in considor- 
aole numbers in cue I'Vaser river dis- 
trict only once in two years. They run 
In the big sockeye years and two 
year.s later. Very few appear In the 
other years. The causes which pro- 
duce this intermittent run are as great 
a mystery as the four year cycle of the 
big run of sockeyo. 

From an inspection of tho, spawning 
grounds of the Fraser and its tribu- 
taries, I find that a .smaller number of 
sockeye reached them this year than 
In any one of the jjast seven seasons. 
The collection of sockeye ova for the 
hatcheries is, however, larger than In 
any one of those years, except 1905. 
Owing to the very low stage of water 
which existed over the entire water- 
shed of tho Fraser this season the 
liatcheries in tho Harrison-LIllooet 
lake section were onaljled to capture 
almost the entire run. Mad the spawn- 
ing grounds this year been sul.ijected 
to the floods which occurred last year 
the collection of eggs would have 
been even less than then. AVhilo the 
number of eggs secured llhis year ex- 
ceeds by six milllon.s tho.se gall:cred 
la.^t year, the number of tish which 
spawned naturally was insignillcant. 
A competent observer who ISves cn 
tho Birlcenhoad river, the principal 
spawning .stream in tho llarrisou- 
Lillooct lake section, states faat there 
was not one soclsoyc there this year 
for every ton last year. 

Few Eggs Secured 
In tho Shuswap'Adams, lako section 
tho run of Bockeyoj this: season was 
small. Loss than 400,000 eg,c:s were 
secured there by the egg c.ollect;i. s. 
To the Quesnel lake sectna tho lun 
of sockeye consisted of ,-nly a ftw 
hundred fish, and none were observed 
in tho Horsefly, The run to Stuart 
and Chilco lakes :was tlie smallest 
ever reported. .■ . At Reton-.Anderson 
lakes only 800,000 .socl;e.\ <■ eggs were 
obtainable. From the bead of the 
Ilarrlson-LiUooet lake section th 



having failed altogether to get sock- . 
oVo eggs from its own spawning sta- 
tions. 

The Harrison and Seton lake hatch- 
eries were the only stations at which 
any spring .salmon eggs were obtain- ; 
ed, the foriiK-i having collected a mil- ; 
lion, and the latter Iess:'than: 800,000.u 
Tho Seton lake hatchery collected over, 
twenlv-live millions of humpback- 
salmon eggs. This Is the first season 
that that variety of salmon has been . 
propagated m any considerable, num- 
ber. 

The demand for the humpback; sal- 
mou this season reached' such a fig-' 
as to warrant its ^belng added to tlie 
hatchery output'' '-The 'run of hump,-' .

DOMINION ELECTIONS ACT. 

Wo. printed yesterday a synopsis 
of Mr. Alcorn's proposed amendments 
to tho Dominion Elections Act. Tliey 
are worth close examination, and we 
shall be very glad to receive .sugges- 
tions as to any changes which may 
serve to aid In the prevention' of cor- 
rupt practices at elections. Mr.' R. L. 
Borden, to whom we arc indebted for 
the synopsis, expressly asks that wc 
shall do what we can to aid in the pre- 
paration of an efficient measure. Be- 
fore going Into any details as to tho 
general features of the Bill, we draw 
attention to Section 9, which provides 
that in this province the sheriff.s shall 
be appointed Returning Officers. As 
our constituencies do not coincide with 
counties, we suggest that this provision 
may have to be changed. 

The definition of what may be re- 
garded as the perijpnal expenses of a 
candidate Is rtasohiibly wide, but not 
more so than can bo justified. The 
Bill seems to contemplate that a can- 
didate-may hlro one speaker to attend 
each of his meetings, which may be 
Interpreted to mean that if ho lias 
twenty meetings he may hire twenty 
speakers, or he may hire one speaker 
for the whole campaign. It is pos- 
sible that a way may be left open here 
for the improper U30 of money, and we 
hope the Bill itself Is more specific 
than tho synopsis as to just how far 
this right to hire ' speakers . may ba

ABOUT PEOPLE 



The Duchoss of Buccleuch, who took 
such an important part in the cerl- 
monial of opening of parliament, holds, 
says tho Globe, as Mistress of the: 
Robes, one of the few offices which 
aro not vacated on a change of gov- 
ermnent. The early years of tho late 
reign wore distracted by tho great 
bedchamber controversy, when Sir 
Robert Peol, on bocominK premier, 
tried to li-islst in 1841 on the dismissal 
of tho ladles who had been appohited 
by. lii.s rival, Lord ' Melbourne. Tho 
present' position of the Mistress of 
the Robes Is the result of thS Arrange- 
ment then arrived at. 

.The new attorney genjral has tho 
parliamentary distinction of having 
been one of the very few momb'^rs who 
when not In an official position have 
sucpeedefl' In . actually placing a bill of 
Ills own on the statute book. This 
sayp the QIoJjb, .vyas. the Half-timers

The great German humorist AVIlheiin 
Buscli, who died recently, was a sing- 
ularly unworldy man. Tho "Allegemo- 
ine Zeiturig" points out that, altliougli 
for several years past tho German 
Press has contained innumerable re- 
ferences to him, it failed to notice one 
manifestation of this side of his char- 
acter. It seems that early on in his 
career 13usch, whose works are now 
to bo found on every VJornian book- 
.sholf, made an arrangement with his 
publisher whereby ho received 0,000 
marks (£300) a year. As a matter of 
fact Busch did not oven rcqulvp_ tln.s 
'.3Um to satisfy his own wants; he 
Kt)cni halt, and often more than hall:, 
upon his poorer relations. And for 
many years past he could. at any. mo- 
ment have doublQd,vtrebledi.,or. Increas- 
ed tenfold his Income. A~ whole host 
of nephews;,and./;.nleces were educatfeu 
at Busch's expense. The "AUegemelno 
Zoitung" ■ things It an amusing coinci- 
dence that the Prussian. Finance Min- 
ister, Von Rheinbaken, in his recent 
budget speech, should have expressed 
the hope that "our people may combat 
its tendcncv towards luxury and ex- 
travagance and return to the simpli- 
city, thrift, and frugality which have 
niado us great." 

A correspondent of the Manchester 
Guardian siiggosls another derivation 
for tlie word "limerick." Edwar 1 Lear 
(lie writes), who died just twenty 
years ago, was tho originator of "lini- 
Oi-ick.s" — though not of limerick C'lm-. 
petitions. The name "limerick" was 
lieslowcd on iiuito a ditl'eront kiiKi of 
composition from that to which it is 
now applied: it was a form of lilt or 
chant once very popular at river pic- 
nics, because it.s rliythm adapted it- 
self well to tlie sv,-cep of oars, of 
which a favorite version was — 
"Will you come up, come up, come up, 
AVill yiju come np to Limerick !" 

When lOilward Loaj-'s "Nonsen/io 
verses" bo(tanio popular.. , they Wefcv* 
gi-nerallv known a^ "learlcs," after- 
wards transmuted into "limericks," tor 
no better reason apparently than that 
tho latter vname : had already-' found 
popular acceptance, .i albeit applied ,to 
a totally different stylo of verse. .'It 
may he said that. the house of Stan- 
ley were the first patrons of "limer- 
-Icks" for it was to amuse the chil- 
dron, nnd at a' much later poviT' tlio 
prand<'hlldre'i und greit-graiulchi'd- 
ron, of the thirteenth Ban oi: Durby 
lliiit tne "Nonsense Books" of draw- 
ing.3 and versos were composed. 

On the origin of the word "llmerieli" 
Dr, J. H. Murray, tlie editor of the Ox- 
ford Knglish Dictiorary wrote as fol- 
lows in "Notes and Queries" fur De- 
cember 10, IS'JS (No. -lUii): "A. non- 
sense vei'se Kuoh as was written by 
Lour is wrongfully so called, though 
the editor of the Cantab applied it to a 
noiisenso ver.se of Ivlplln^j's the other 
(lay. ... It has been shown that 
the nonsense vorse Is older than 
Lear's — lunv much older T am not pro- 
pared to say, but certain It Is that a 
song has existed In Ireland for a very 
considerable time, the eon.Uruction of 
the verse of which is identical with 
that of Lear's. The retrain of It is as 
follows:

The full court, consisting of Justices 
living, Morrison uud Clemen ta, has 
been occupied for' tiie past day and a 
half In hearing the appeal In the case 
of l-luiiting vs. Macadam, In which the 
chief justice found for the plaintiff. 
Sir Hibliert Tapper, K. C, and E. P. 
Davio, K. C, are for the defendant ap- 
ipolknit and Joseph JMartln, K. -C, I'or 
the plaintiff respondent. 

The oa.so arises out of a lease grant- 
ed to; houso Situated Jn tho.-.tJTiost 
lUKlilonablo quarter of Vancouver.; i'llt 
would appear that orlKlnally a:Jease-'of 
tho premises, which belong ; , to - Mrs. 
Macadam, was granted 'to 'Mrs. Hunt- 
ing:, the lease also containing an op- 
tion to purchase, v, This option was not 
exercised, and oh its termlniitlon an- 
other lease was granted which did not 
contain the. option. Before the second 
lease had run out a third was exe- 
cuted, which again contained an op- 
tion of purchase at a losser figure than 
the first one, and also provided for the 
rent to bo paid monthly in advance. 

In January of last year the tenants 
appear' not to have paid the month'.s 
rent pruniplly, whereupon tho owner 
re.^ainod possession of tho premises 
without having recourse to ejectment 
procccdingij, subseciuen'tly refusing a, 
tender of the rent due. At this Mrs. 
Hunting brought action for the rein- 
statement of the lease, which was 
granted by the chief justice. 

There are a number of fine technical 
points of law involved in the case, but 
broadly the contention of tho appel- 
lants ycenis to be that the lease wa.s 
originally obtiiiiied by duress, and thai, 
consequently the plaintiff did not come 
to court with clean hands, .and so 
could not bo granted relief; that the 
relief as agltfid for is never,. granted 
save when^ossession of the pi^emlses 
has beoii^egalned by force or by vir- 
tue of legal-proceedings such as eject- 
ment^and that in atiy event the option 
to pufchiiso' was a aep'aralte contract 
apart from tho lease, which terminated 
when the lease came to an end, owing 
to noHrpayment of rent, and while a 
court of equity would, under certain 
circumstances, restore a lease, it would 
not relmpose an expired contract. The, 
appellants also claim that the option 
granted In the last lease .was. an un- 
conscionable bargain, iwlilchii' would 
never havo been granted agreed to but 
for the duress alleged. 

•The case for tho respondents is not 
(Inished, but when opening yesterday 
Joseph i\I:u-tin stated that he would 
show, and th.at the trial judge had 
held, that there was no duress, and 
tViat on the contrary, tho bargain when 
mndc was eminently fair and busi- 
nesslike on both sides, and suggested 
tliat all tho trouble came about be- 
cause the value of the property sud- 
denly rose in common witli other Van- 
couver property soon after the last 
lease had been entered into. The case 
will bo continiied on Monday.

Wanted for the Murder of

Superintendent of Provincial Police 
F. F. Hussoy returned to tho city yes- 
terday after a two weeks' visit to 
Salt Ijake City, whither he went to 
-institute extradition, proceedings for 
the purpose of bringing- .back to this 
province Ceddio, the Italian, who 'alnco 
November 18,'.1906, has evaded cap- 
ture until the first of this montij when 
ho was apprehended at Salt Lalte City. 
AVhile the Italian refused to. return 
to this country tlib e-yidShce put in by 
.Superintendent Hussey in support pf 
his application for extradition was 
Sufficient to- justify. United Statos-Bx- 
tradltion Commissioner Judge Baldwin 
signing the necessary papers. These 
have boon forwarded to Washington 
and when they have been signed by 
President Roosevelt and retm-ned to 
Salt Lake City, Ceddio will be brought 
here to stand his trial. Chief Provin- 
cial Constable .Davitt, of Nelson, B. 
C, v/ho traced CeddiP; to. Salt Lake 
City, and who is ^Qt^M^.that city, will 
bring the ItaUan baO(c "t6;-lhls prov- 
ince. ■ 

Ceddio, it is believed, is the prin- 
cipal in one of tlie most dastardly 
crimes ever committed in this prov- 
ince. He will ho charged with tho 
rnurder of Louise King, tho daughter 
of tho proprietor of tlic Canadian ho- 
tel, at Niagara, a yiUagc about nine 
miles up. the .nortIi;-forJc of the Kettle 
river, from Grand .FovKs.. Tho hotel, 
on tho night of November 18, 1900, 
was blown to pieces by dynjvmlte and 
the girl was U\lled and nine othqr.s tn^ 
Jured. At -the time; Ceddio was, sus- 
pected of being, the perpetrator of, the 
outrage,- but. >heT}na.n^gpd to mako.hls 
escape and^ever sinpo.has escaped .the 
clutches of th^ authorities, .A reward 
of $l,000.^Vira3.-.<)fferi^d-.f6r his arrest 
and ,lt.wa^;fppa.reiit|y-^tp isain this sum 
that one 'of his fellow -rcbuntry men ro - 
sldlhgf. iat Spokane" gave the police In- 
fbriftatl6n:';;.whlch' led to Caddie's ar- 
resfc^vvVX. . 

After escaping from Canada, Ceddio 
went to Spokane, where he was traced, 
but there the trail ended. It was 
known among the Italians of 
Spokane that Ceddio was wanted by 
the British Columbia authorities and 
that he had gone to Halt Lake City.

WILL APPEAL RULING 
OF CHIEF JUSTICE 

Full Court, to Pass Upon the 
. Constitutionality of the 
Natal Act 



Tlic attorney -general's department 
will at onco appeal from the ruling of 
Chief Justice Hunter in the ease of the 
two Japanese recently convicted at 
New Westminster of contravening the 
terms of the.Natal act, -but.i'eloased on 
tho order.of .the .chief justice yester- 
day.. Such- w^s, the/ announcement o^ 
Hon. W., J. Bgwser yesterday. - • 
_ , -An effort will he mado ■ to have:.thei 
'appeal heard at the present session 
of the full court in this city. It Is 
thought . that, thlsj can be a,rranged 
without any difficulty. Before his 
leaving for New Westminster the 
matter was taken up with Chief Jus- 
tice Hunter, and this course was de- 
cided upon, no matter which way the 
ruling of the chief justice in the case 
in question might go, in, order that the 
fully tested.' 

provincial government has not been 
.decided upon. Whether in the event 
of tho full court sustaining the judg- 
theht of the _chi.ef;7justide,^,the matter 
Will be carrleffrWrth'eEtjjarihot be de- 
cided until thfi'-text''bf''iitie jiidgment of 
the chief justice and tliat -w.hlch the 
full Qpurt will render have been' care- 
fully considered. 

In the meanwhile the inspectors un- 
der the Natal act will not molest Japa- 
nese arriving In tho ijrovlnce as in 
tho face of the judgment just rendered 
police court proceedings are impos- 
sible. 

The act will, however, be strictly 
enforced against other Asiatics. It is 
understood that on the Mounteagie, 
which is expected to arrive next Mon- 
day, 200 Hindus are passengers. The 
law will be placed in operation against 
these and they will be refused a land- 
ing. 

Just what action the Dominion gov- 
ernment will take in the -latter con- 
tingency is not known. 

l-oca.l Inspector Desists. 

The hews," received about midday 
yesterday, . that the chief justice had 
pronounced tho British Columbia Im- 
migration act, commonly called the 
Natal act, to he ultra vires of the pro- 
vincial legislature, caused a halt in 
the various measures which were be- 
ing talten in this city, both for tho en- 
forcing and the' testing of the act. 
• In chambers yesterday mornmg be- 
fore Mr.V Justice -Irving, Col. Gregory, 
had withdrawn his application; for a 
writ of habeas corpus in the- case of; 
Cholchlo Takahashl, a Japanese de- 
tained in ono of the boarding houses 
at the request of Leslie 'S. Baton, tho 
provincial inmiigratlon inspector. 
After the order nhsl had been granted 
it appears that Takahashl had been 
released from tho custody of the board- 
ing housekeeper and arrested by Mr. 
Eaton, under the provisions of the 
Immigration act; Thus the proceed- 
ings had to bo begun all over again. 

The next step was the hailing- of 
Takashl before Magistrate Jay on-^tho 
charge of being an immigrant who 
had unlawfully made his waj| into 
the province, in contravention of the 
provisions of .section, -,4 b£,thei British 
Colum'bla^ iminlferanon^ Act* - oC 1008. 
Deputy .Attorhg3r7.General .McLean ap- 
peared -for" the' 'p'rose'c6tioii and Col. F. 
B? Gregbtjr. for the : defense, ; and : after 
"the^ ch&Sg'eV'had ■ been made the case 
was'iwmaiided for a week. 

' In'':.tlf#'TTieantlme In.spector Eaton 
had gathered in some seventeen other 
Japanese and was scouring tho hoard- 
ing houses for others supposed to be 
thei'e, when the news arrived that 
tho law had been declared unconstitu- 
tional. Th.e Eittorney-genoral's de.^ 
partment immediately decided not to 
press any of the other charges against 
the detained Japanese, but to press 
on the appeal. Accordingly, all the 
Japanese In custody of the provincial 
authorities here have been released, 
tho local government, according to 
agreement, paying the cost of their 
board during their short.' d6tention. It 
is understood ■ that the chief Justice 
has assigned the members .jif the full 
dourt, who are to hear the appeal, and 
that' it will come before the full court 
at the earliest possible moment. A 
^Yancouver report says that it will be 
'argued before the full court on Mon- 
day!' This seems hardly likely, how- 
ever', as the full court is now occupied 
in hearing tho appeal in ■ the case of 
Hunting vs. Macadam, which will prob- 
abiv last all Monday before it is con- 
cluded. Whatever may be the verdict 
of the full court, the case is likely 
to be taken to the privy council.,

WATER'S PART ON DESERT 



It i.s difficult to comprehend tho part 
that water, or rather the laclv of water, 
plays in shaping the life of the de.sert. 
Mice and other small rodents native to 
arid regions, have been known to live 
on hard seeds without green food for 
periods of several months or even as 
long as two or three years, and nothing 
in their behavior Indicated that they 
ever took liauid in any form. I have 
hunted deer and peccary In Sonora In 
regions in wlilch the only source oC 
water was to be found in the cacti; 
even bands of domestic 'sheep rekred in 
the arid regions acquire a capacity for 
going without water for many weeks. 

Man, liowever, is poorl.v armed 
against tlie rigors of the de.sort. A 
hor.soiiian may go from the murning of 
one day until some hour of the next, 
in midsuiiimer, and neither he nor hi.s 
hor.se may incur serioiLs danger, and 
experiences of this kind are nuni';i'ous. 
If tlie traveler is afoot, abstinence 
from water from .sunrise to sun.set i.s 
a .serious Inconvenienco to him, and If 
he contlnue.s his journey the following 
morning his sufferings may so disturb 
his mental balance that he may be un- 
able to follow a trail, and- by evening' 
of that day, if he' has not come to 
something drinkable, he may not re- 
cognize the frlondly stream in his way, 
and in.stanccs arc not unlinown In 
which Kufercrs from thirst have forded 
.streams waist deep to wander out on 
till- di'y ijluin to a grisly death. 

Some estimate may be made of the 
actual amount necessar.v from tho fact 
that the writer during the cour.^e ot an 
ordinary day In May at Tucson, con- 
sumed .sixteen pints of water. A walk 
of throe or four miles wn.s taken, but 
no especial muHcnlar effort beyond thi.s 
^vas involved. A niarcli across the 
de.'scrt in midsummer would doulile'this 
quantity. Under such circumstanoes, a. 
canteen of. less capacity than a gallon 
la a toy,- and one of real usefulness 
should ' contain ^t - least twice that 
amount. The most notable, , example, of 
endurance of thirstfi^^^at'oliailiiekl-;: 
can. nrospGctor huritlrig. ' for a "lost 
mine" n.'^r.r the old Camino del Diablo, 
or trail from Altar to Yuma, who made 
camp safely after being out for eight 
daya with 11 supply .sufficient for one. 
This o.x|)erlcnce is not likel.v to Ije 
duplicated soon, altliough it i.s reported 
that Indians often go as long au finir 
days without water,—- From "A Voyage 
Below Sca-Le'vel," by Dr. D. T. Mac- 
Dougal.

Victoria excels. While still the whole 
country east of the mountains Is cov- 
ered with a mantle of snow, and na- 
ture 13 In the depth of her winter 
sleep, tho borders of our gardens are 
already ■ bright 'with snowdrops and 
crocuses, while in sheltered sunny 
nooks " ^ 

"Primrose, flr^t born child of Ver, 
Merry springtime's harbinger," 
shows its delicate blossoms. 
, Meadow larks and Jays were to ho 
heard almost every day during what 
wo call the winter, and now numbers 
of other lilrds are returning to twitter, 
.'ind carol in our orchards and groves. 
Last evening the frogs gave evidence 
that they had awakened from .their 
season's sleep. AH these things are 
evidences of the mildness of our cli- 
mate no leas than the' glorlous sun- 
shine and the 'Soft breezes. 

People who have always lived in 
Victoria scarcely aijpreciate at their 
true value Nature's gifts of scenery 
and climate. But those who have suf-

Id or heat and have 'apent year^ out 
of the sight of tlie sea and mountains, 
set a high value on both its agreeable 
climate and the varied beauty of its 
situation. This is causing .numbers of 
families in easy circumstances to make 
their homes In this city," and stiil 
greater numbers to reside here for 
longer or shorter periods, when the 
cold of winter or the heat of summer 
make a change desirable. The.se 
wealthy j)eopIe have, many of them 
come from places where art hao had to 
contend against nature in.tlio making 
of the city. It Is wonderful what 
degree of success has attended these 
efforts and how attractive the • resi- 
dential parts of a city can In a few 
years be made by the expenditure of 
much time and thought and some 
money. , In Canada this la very con- 
spicuous in; the' ciasie ', of Winnipeg, 
wherbr'ln..inany places ..dreary ; street. 5 
have: beeii- transformed • Info 'shaded 
avenues;.- , -..'-'"-^j 

"But"," it may be objected, "there Is 
no need to take all this trouble In 
Victoria. lyiowers and vines grow '.so 
readily that our streets in summer are 
always beautiful.' Are they? The 
stranger, who was not too polite to do 
so, might point to the variety of ugly 
fences that border our pretty "gardon.s; 
the empty lots tilled with rank weeds 
and unsightly rubbish; the unpaihted 
houses and tlie neglected, untidy 
streets. 

These are little things, perhaps, but 
they prevent our city being a gem 
worthy of its beautiful setting." The 
remedy for most of the.^e defects Is 
not within the province of the city 
council, who-so reso'drees are taxed to, 
the utmost to provide s'uch essentials 
of a city as a plentiful sujjply oC good 
water-, eoniijlote sewerage, well-paved 
stroet.s and adequate Jjoliee protection. 
If the.Hfi blots oil our fair city are lo 
be reiiiovoii. it must be by the exer- 
tion.i of the householders themselves. 
This Is a matter in which women are 
especially interested. There i.-; a groat 
Influence for good over all, e.<.pecially 
children, in beautiful surroundings. 

In^5iv)^u^lly they can do much, if 
every woman resolved that lier homo 
shotjld be as pretty as her time and 
mea.tjs'w^uld allow, great Improve- 
menta Vwould result. 

But theVe 'are In Victoria many la- 
dies of '^yiealth and posltion,..as well as 
taste, who opuld, if . they -wished, de- 
vote leisure ana .money to the beauti- 
hcatlon of our-city. ^Cbnfaerted action 
o;i their part would 'Soon' work a revo- 
lution. Is not the object worthy of the 
effort ? 

Tho following statement of tho 
change that has been brought about 
by the closing .of the saloons In Kan- 
sas City In a year Is so wbnderftil as 
to be almost Incredible, yet it Is 
vouched for by an officer of tho court 
who.se name is publi.shed: 

Hon. C. W. Trickett, assistant at- 
torney-general of Kansas, has I'ecent- 
ly made the following sl.itcuieut wllli 
regard to the closing of saloons In 
Kan.sas City and the effect thereof: 

This city i.-i the moti'opolls of Kaii- 
.sa.s, with a iiopulation of about 100,- 
000. Tlie inhabitants arc largel.v 
wago-eariier.s and represent every na- 
tlonallt.v. We are located on the bor- 
der, only an Invisiblo line separating 
us from Kan.sus City, Missouri. The 
city ranks fifth In the list of manu- 
facturing cities of the United .State.;. 

One year ago then; were 2otj saloons 
In this county, 200 gambling dens and 
aljout GO houses of .social evil. Today 
there is not a saloon, no open gamb- 
ling den, nor a disorderly house. It, Is 
the .largest.cUy.i.in , the ,world' without 
thesd detis '^pf ,vlc6, and as wo ,havo 
nb'w': eixlsted'' ' aljo 

without theni, It affords a living ex- 
ample of the fact that. a large city, can 
grow and prosper without such evils, 

At the commencoment of the con- 
test a large numbqr of our people 
thought It would ruin buslne.-is and 
destroy our prosperity, but It has 
stimulated business In all llpes. 

Our population has IncreaAod at a 



greater rate than' 'ever before. 

The deposits of the bank.s have 
: gained by., one and one-half million 
idollars^JS!-.; 

t'i The' merchants upon our- streets 
have had to employ- additional clerks. 

The attendanee in. our public schools 
has increased largely; ; and we have 
had to onii)loy ejgl^toan additional 
teachers. Tho teachers.'lnform' US that 
this Increase is largely of boys and 
girls of from twelve to sixteen years 
of age, who prior to the closing of tho 
saloons were comiielled to assist In 
supporting tho family, by reason of 
tho father spending his wages for 
drjnk. 

The charitable institutions report a 
reduction of more than two-thirds in 
the demand for aid. The juvenile 
court, whicli has the care of depen- 
dent children, had but two applica- 
tions in the past eight months, while 
prior to tho clo.slng of the joints from 
eight to eighty-eight ciiildren requir- 
ed aid and a.sslstance each month. 

Prior to tho closing of tho joints wo 
sent from fifteen to twenty-five young 
men to the reformatory ever.v year. Tn 
tho twelve months since closing we 
have sent but two. 

Tlio expenses for prosecuting crim- 
inals have been reduced $25,000 per 
annum. Expense for the police force 
has been reduced . as much more. 

For the first time la twenty-five 
years the court of Icpnimon picas of 
this county oponedi'its: term the first 
Monday In May wlthofit' a. criminal

stead of being sued for them. 

A year ago this cltyj was trying to 
devise ways and means to spare the 
money to build additions to. pur city 
Jails; Today the doors of the Jails 
swing' idly upon their :hIngeS, and we 
have no 'uae' for those' we have. ' 

One year ago, not to exceed two 
businessmen on the principal thor- 
oughfares of this city would have fa- 
vored the closing of saloons. Today 
there are not:. wo who vrould <favor

PROPER KIND OF BED 

People used to have an Impression 
that to sleep on a soft bed had a spleo 
of wickedness in It, and that the hard- 
er tli 
of 

part, from thei.itaotvithiit'Jfeather beds 
were generally cbiidehvned as un- 
liealthy, and .the'-'-lgriorant at once 
seized., the tdoii '! that'* they were un- 
healthy because soft, whereas they 
are unhealthy .because they do not 
permit of proper ventilation. 

More and more we learn that the 
foundation of hfjalth lies in an abund- 
ant supply of fresh air, and that tho 
root of many a disease is in want of it. 
In health nvmy of us spend a third of 
our time actually in bed, and In sick- 
ness much more, so It is of tho great- 
est Importance that the bed and every- 
thing coijiiected with it should be thor- 
oughly ventilated. 

From the point of . view of health, it 
is a matter of ' indifference whether 
the bedstead be of wood or of iron, but 
: the most comfortable and at the same 
time .healthy ■ are those fitted With 
chain-spring mattresses. These mat- 
tresses may be bought separately and 
fitted to any bedstead. 

It Is quite a mistake to think that a 
very hard bed is the most healthful. 
A bed which feels like an unyielding 
board may do to sleep on, and the ut- 
terly weary will sleep very well on it, 
but It will not bring repose, and in 
these rapid, modern times the greatest 
amount of real repose in the shortest 
space of time is what we must aim for. 

A bed that will yield and will yet al- 
low of free ventilation is most to be 
desired. The spring or wire mattress, 
witli a good hair mattress on top of it, 
most nearly fulfills these reciuirements. 

Whether the jilllows, be hard or soft 
is aJ. matjter lor ;iiidlvidual cfiolce; .but 
they ;Bhould not be high, as that puts 
the body in an unnatural, strained 
position, bad for the spine and not con- 
ducive of rest. 

Of course, anything like the ancient 
four-poster bedstead, wltli curtains all 
round, is not to be countenanced, and 
many doctors object oven to the more 
modern canojjy, with curtains at the 
sides. 

Without doubt, tlio less\ drapery 
there Is about a bed the better; and 
if the bare appearance is objected to, 
it is best to have side curtains merely, 
which can be pushed back at night 
and folded over the bed again when It 
has been well aired in the morning. 
"Under the bed", should never be made 
a storage place .-foe boxes, etc.,- the, air 
should have free access In and round 
it in every way. 

Strict cleanliness should also bo ob- 
served. I do not mean merely in the 
changing of linen, but In everything 
about the bed. One hears of beds, the 
spars of which are never dusted save 
at the annual spring cleaning. Wo 
ought to remcmijer that the dust in 
our houses, and more especially in our 
bedrooms, is not only earth dust, soot, 
fraying ot carpets, curtains, etc., but 
that there is a large admixture of 
animal matter, for our outer cullcl 
la conBtantly peeling off and being re 
newed, and added to that, this dust, if 
not removed, becomes Impregnated 
with noxious (gases, and poisons tho 
air we bredthe,'VtHerebyv,greatly lessen- 
ing the beneftolal SffbotSi of sleep. 

Every part of ifthe Ifaedatead should 
be carefully dusted'once .a. .-week.' 

If the bedstead Is of wood it Is ad- 
visable to have, it washed over at 
least once a year, and certain, after 
Illness of an.v kind, with .some dl.sln- 
fectaiit — wood, especially the unpol- 
ished or unvarnished part, being nuieh 
more difficult to preserve in a per- 
fectly fresh condition than iron. 

The floor tinder the bed should never 
be covered with carpet, but should 
either he left plain and scrubbed occa- 
sionally, or polished. 

Mattresses, pillows and bol.sters 
should all bo covered with outer slips 
of some washable material, which can 
be:'; easily removed and washed from 
time to time.

TRIED RECIPES 

Winter Fruits — Scotch Baked Apples. 

Eight good-sized apples, eight table- 
spoonfuls stale bread crumbs, eight 
teaspoonfuls sugar, six teaspounfuls of 
orange marmalade, ono and one-half 
tablespoonful butter. 

Core the apples, fill tho cavities with 
the sugar, half a table.spoonful of the 
butter, and the marmalade, place them 
in an agateware baking pan, pour a 
little hot water around and bake. 

Monawhlle melt the i-'emalnlng ta- 
blespoonful of butter, mir It well 
through the bread crumbs, spread them 
out on a pan, and sot In the oven to 
brown, stirring occasionally. When tho 
apples are done? sprinkle the crumbs 
over the top, dustr with. i4o']^^rIzed 
sugar, and serve hot - with crearh. ' 

Prune Gems, 

One-half pound prunes, two eggs, 
one and one-half cupful flour, three- 
fourths cupful milk, one-half cupful 
sugar, one and one-half tahlcspoonfiil 
butter, one teaspoonful baking pow- 
der, throe- fourths teaspoonful grated 
nutmeg, one-halt teaspoonful salt. 

Soak the ijrunes for scver.al hours, 
drain, take out the stones and cut the 
pulp into quarter-inch pieces. Sepa- 
rate the eggs, beat the yolks, add to 
them the salt, the .butter, melted, and 
the sugar. Beat well,- turn in the nillk, 
sift in the flour, beat until smooth and 
stir In the prunes and'^grated nutmeg. 
Whisk the .whites of the eggs stiff iand 
add them and the-'toaklng. powder, fold- 
ed lightly. , . . /V . 

Turn into greased ."gem pans and 
bake for '30 mlniites In' a moderately 
brisk oven. Serve hot as a luncheon

Very heavy weather was encountered 
by the Ningchow when running be- 
tween Kobe and Yokohama., Tlie day 
the Ningchow arrived at Kobe, Febru- 
ary 1, the Hamburg-Amerika liner 
Saxdnia came in and moored nearby, 
bringing news of a gallant rescue made 

■ by her crew during the heavy storm 
of the previous day. When the Saxonia 
was passing the Hinomlsaki lighthouse, 
a signal was rnade to the steamer th^t 
a ship had been . wrecked close by. 
.Capt. Habel at once made preparations 
to attempt -. to . render,'-§3^1s;tance, and 
although a very heavy' swells- was run- 
ning, succeeded in turning'littie'.'Saxonia 
round-, Having sighted tlie wrecks a 
?JapanesiB. ; schooner, ' the = Saxonia ■ was 
.taken'- as ';cloke-^t<) the distressed vessel 
as was possible ' with safety, and after 
a laiKe quan'tltyi'of oil had been thrown 
overboard" a; boat .was lowered,- manned 
by several of this crew of the Saxonia 
in charge of the second officer, Mr. 
Boisen-Schmidt. 

The schooner was completely at the 
mercy of the storm, being tossed up 
and down, her masts from time to 
time thrashing the water. Under these 
circumstances it was impossible for the 
Saxonia's boat to get alongside, so life- 
buoys were thrown to the Japanese 
.seamen clinging to the wreck, and the 
three survivor.s were safely hauled off 
one by one, and taken on board the 
Saxonia, whicli- then resumed her vpyr 
age, bringing - tlse 'rescued - seamen on 
to Kobe.

TACOWIA CASE APPEALED 

Suit of Sei^men of. ContrabandiCarrier 
Seisod by Japanese Again 

in Cnurt 



Argument was heard in the United 
States circuit court of appeals at .San 
Francisco on Thursday by Judges Gil- 
bert, Ross and Morrow today in the 
appeal of the Northwestern Steamship 
company from the decision of District 
Judge Hanford of Seattle, awarding 
$200 damages to each of thirty-eight 
sailors of the steamer Tacoma. 

These men were shipped at Seattle 
January 2, 1900, for a voyage to Vladl- 
vipstolt with a cargo of salted meats, 
ostensibly for a merchant of that city, 
but in reality for the Russian govern- 
ment. They were overhauled by a Ja- 
panese cruiser, which seized the Ta- 
coma, put a prize crew aboard and 
toolc licr to Yokohama. 

The sailors brought suit for $5,000 
each as damages for hardshlps''suffor- 
cd, and Judge Haiiford awarded them 
S200 each. From this judgment the 
steamship company took an appeal 
and In the argument today contended 
that there was no violation of contract 
made in hiring the men; that the 
course of the vessel was not deviated 
from, and that the men suffered no 
damage from hardship other than that 
Incident to the occupation of a sea- 
faring life. ' ■

MONTEAGLE RETURNS

Put Back to Yokohama When 
a Few Hours Out — Epidemic ■ 
At Kobe is Abating- 



Tho steamer Monteaglo, of the C, 
P. R. Oriental line, is not expected to 
reach port today, having put bacit to 
Yokohama after leaving presumably 
to land a sidle passenger. The Tilont- 
eagle sailed from Yokohama February 
S and when a few hours out after 
rounding KuJlmasakL near whore the 
bones of the Dakota He, a passenger 
was found .suffering from wliat was 
believed to be .smallpo.x. Capt. Robin- 
son turned his steamer back and pro- 
ceeded to Yokohama to land the man, 
.-iailing again February 11, after fum- 
igation and disinfection.

The 'steam'ef?' Ningchow, which ar- 
rived iresterdaiTi' : left .Yokohama two 
days prior fo'^'tiie .'?'fi4bnt^a|fle^ and 
brought ' newsHirom ''Kob'e ' 'that the 
smatlpdx ' epidemic which has been 
ravaging the Japanese port. Is declin- 
ing In Its -severity. In the two weeks 
prior to' FelituiEiry 4, the date of the 
sailingiof ■ the' 'Ningchow,' the daily 
number of hew cases dwindled from 
158 on January 20 to 64 on February 
4. The numljer of cases sinco tho be- 
ginning of the epidemic in December 
last to February 4 totalled 4,063. Of 
these 1,495 recovered, while tliere were 
no fewer than 1,545 deaths. When 
the Ningchow sailed t.herc were 1,023 
Ca.sea under treatment at the Kobe 
hospitals, where poor facilities existed 
for isolation. Hundrod.s of people were 
being vaccinated daily. Three foreign- 
ers, Mrs. C. Cardew, a visitor from 
Australia; Mrs. BuUler, who 'kept a 
restaurant at , Yokohariia, and H. G. 
Ball, a resident of Kobe, wore among 
tho victims under treatment. 

Tho Japan Chronicle of Kobe says 
the authorities are very active in their 
endeavor to stamp out tho disease, 
trying all poiisilile means except those 
of improving the sanitary condition of 
Kobe. Doctors and police officials 
have been going round until Jftte every 
night for the purpose o£i:ya<scl.nating 
the people, who appear to 'readily sub- 
mit to the operation.. It ls.no uncom- 
mon thing to see; a; doctor using his 
lancet on a 'patient .;.hy' the roadside, 
but. we - cannotr-siy iie th^, Instruments

.;The^pplIceva'utho^ltles have decided 
ta.prb^QOUte those guilty of concealing 
smiallpox pa'tlehts or failing to report 
suspicious cases. In the course of the 
ln,?pectlon of houses in Hyogo a young 
girl was found suffering from conflu- 
ent smallpox, hidden away in an 
oshure (cupboard). The girl was im- 
mediately removed to hospital, and 
steps have been taken for the prose- 
cution of the father. 

Returns have been published by the 
Kencho showing the result of obser- 
vations In the case.? of 461 smallpox 
puticnt.'i, ranging in age from 1 to 63 
years. According to these returns, of 
^35 unvacclnated per.ions attacked by 
smallpox, 50 recovered and 185 died; 
of 137 cases of those who had been 
vaccinated once, 96 recovered and 41 
died; of 37 patients who had been 
vaccinated twice, 29 recovered and 8 
died: of 18 cases of smallpox among- 
tho.ie vaccinated three times all re-- 
eovered; but of 34 patients who had 
been vaccinated more than three 
times, 27 recovered aiid 7.. died. 

If these figures 'arS- Accurate, says 
the Japan Chronicli*?' it would seem 
that there is no-'ftbsotute^isecurtly ev?n 
in vaccination 'more than tlirice re- 
peated; fpr of tKosb atla«sl<ea no less 
than 25 per cent . died.' . On the. other 
hand, the mortality- kimiong the tinvac- 
clnatecl is given asM.per cent, which 
W e'xtraordlnaVy when it is borne in 
mind that the Mortality in pro-vaccin- 
atlon- days among , those attacked by 
smallpox was only 18.8 per cent. 

ENGINEERS' FIGHT ON 

AGAI1\IST SHIPOWNERS 



strike Begun 'Yesterday And iVlany 
Vessel? Have Been Tied Up 
At San Francisco 



Tlio fight between the Marino Fn- 
ginecrs' association and the steam 
schooner owners of San Francisco Is 
on in dead earnest. Tlie committee, 
which controls 90 per cent, of the total 
number of steam vessels carrying Unn- 
ber to and from this port and other 
porls on tile I'aclfic coast, yesterday 
decided to lay up every one of the ves- 
sel i with the exception of the steam 
schooner 'West Port,: which , will car- 
ry foodstuffs exolvtslvely- to Crescent 
City. 

The commlllec of owners presented 
its communication to the committee' of 
engineers, refusing to meet tho de- 
mands of the engineers' ultimatum. 
After being In session all day in the 
ollice of the Hammond I.umlJor com- 
pany, the owners' association decided 
to lay off the vessels. 

The schooners whlcn were scheduled 
to depart yesterday from San Francis- 
co were taken over to Oakland crock 
and tied up and tho crews discharged. 
As fast as tho vessels reach this port 
and their cargoes are dlschafged they 
v.ill bo laid up. 

Nearly 1,000 men In all will be af- 
fected by the action of the owners and 
1,500,000 feet of lumber a week will 
cease to be handled through San Frnn- 
clsco, The effect will be, it is thouglit, 
to cause an increase in tho price of 
lumber at all points along the coast. 

The West Port cleared la^t night for 
Crescent City by agreement between 
the cont(;ndlng i)artli\s, tclesrams hav- 
ing been received from lliere to tho 
effect that serloqs results would fol- 
low if all vessels vvero taken off, as 
there is no other means of getting 
supplies.

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back salmon to the spawning- beds 
does not appear to Iiave p-^ssecl ^ip the 
Thompson river beyond Kamioops, or 
the Fraser proper North of Seton lalie, 
and they do not appear to liave en- 
tered the Harrison lalce section in any 
considerable number. In all the rest 
of the watersliert the streams were 
crowded with countless thousands The 
Nicola river as a riggllna- mass of fish 
from a point about hair a mile from 
Nicola lalfe to the river's mouth, and 
they literally filled all the other tribu- 
taries of the Thompson and the Fraser 
below the points named. Tlioy also 
spawned In vast numbers in all the 
small mainland coast streams oC the 
province and the State of Washing- 
, . ton as well as in the streams on the 
;ettst coast ot Vancouver island, 
t' ' J Never Been Exceeded . 

' :■ I' The- run of vhumpbaokisalmon.rto&the 
, .Fraser 'river district has certainly 
never been exceeded in any one ot the 
iiovon years of ray observation of the 
^ Spawning beds of that river. There 
was a small run of , humpback four 
'years ago. Judging from the small 
number noticed in that year; the run 
this year could not have been the re- 
sult of that year's spawning in the 
Fraser : The run to the .FraSer^ in 
1905^i>vas:j, slsu-go, -. "but'^ ;ri6tibabiy't^Uess 
than thi's'year. The hunipbtfck rdri of 
this year plainly shows that^thcy run 
to all the streams in the province 
and the State of Washington, and not 
alone to the Fraser as the soclceyo 
does. Very little is known of the life 
of the humpbacks. They do not ap- 
pear to seek lake-feeding streams 
to spawn. In 1905, and again this 
yean they were not . observed to pass 
througli any large lakes, seemingly 
\ preferring to spawn in shallow 
streams that issue from lakes or in 
other tributaries of the main river. 
From this fact it is d^sducible that the 
.vouug go to .sea immediately after 
they become free swimming fl.sli just 
as it is believed the young spring 
.salmon do. Cloudsloy Rutter, who 
probably conducted the most thorough 
investigation of the life of the young 
spring lor quinnat salmon ever made, 
reached the conclusion that itsi life 
was hui three or fout- years, that some 
became adult in two years, the major- 
ity in three or four. If the spring 
salmon of the Sacramento river ma- 
ture in three or four j'ears and in that 
period reach an average weight of 
twenty pounds, there is nothing in- 
consistent in the statement that the 
humpback of the Fraser become adult 
in two years, and in that time reach 
a weight of five pounds, or that the 
run this year may have been from the 
ova cast in 1905, and that as the re- 
.stilt of this year's spawning there will 
l>e a big run of humpbacks in 1909. 
In whichever year the humpbacks that 
were hatched this year, are due to 
return there will be a great run, bar- 
ring adverse conditions oin'the; fqed- 
ing grounds, which must alway^ j; b'e 
taken into consideration. ' 'Ji^ ':\ 
Northern Run Good^y:f^^-}.':i,it. 
The run pf all varieties of salmon 1» 
the northern coast points tiie liaist sea*' 
son was most satisfactory. . Tha pafJc 
»l all the^important stations boing-lip 
to the a.verlige f6i--the;{ja,St ten yearg. 
On the Skeeiia river there was a tota^I 
pack of 159,255 cases, of which 108,413 
cases were sockeye. . The average -total 
pack at the Skeena for. the past ten 
years has been 113,241! cases. At Riv- 
ovs Inlet the pack this year wias 94,064 
cases, 87,874 cases of which were sock- 
eye. The" pack af Rivers Inlet this 
year has been exceeded only three 
times in the last ten years. ' In 1904'the 
pack was 94,292, in 189S 104,711, and 
ill 1896 107,468; and the average for 
the last ten years has been 78,282. On 
the STafeWver ' the pack ' this year, 
amounted 'to _31,832 cases, of which . 17,-- 
, Sl3?4!ase3..we^e; sp.ckeyej.i and. the ayer- 
:'^ge , pack for the past ten years has 
•been.il97404- cases,.- -At 'other minor 
* points,: .In, i'..Uie„ province, . .. the,,: pack 
amounts to, 10,159 ca;3^s of sopkeye, out 
of a-'total pack of all varieties of 99,192 
ca3es. ■ 

, The total pack of salmon from pro- 
vincial waters this year was 547,459 
caries,, as against s629i460 cases, for. last 
year. As lulready, stated, the- decrease 
was, almost: .entirely, confined, -to :?the 
Fraser riverMlstrict,-'and .for: the first 
time in .tho'-lifstory'''of the salinon ca!n- 
riing Industry the' aockeye pack at "both 
Rivers Inlet and the Skeena exceeded 
that on^ the Fraaer river, within the 
provlndei ., It .Is also worthy of note 
tjiat'^-there were approximately one 
. hundred loss Ashing boats engaged in 
■flshlng at the Skeena river this season 
than last, and that tlio average catch 
per boat was the same each 'season; 
while at Rivers Inlet there were ap- 
proximately one hundred ' more boats 
engaged in fishing this year than last, 
and the catch per boat this year was 
34 per cent. less. 

Reports from, tlio spawning gi'oiind.5 
and the liatt-hcriea of the Northern 
rivers are equally as satisfactory a.s 
those from the fishing grounds. AUtho 
spawning beds arc reported to h;u'e 
been well seeded, and the liatcherics 
I fllled to their capacity with eggs. 
"''Satisfactory as the showing of the 
condition of the northern salmon lish- 
crles of the province i.s, it must be 
borne in mind tliat several new can- 
neries have been establUhod there, and 
that in consequence there lias been in 
the last two or tlirec years a con.sid- 
erable increase in the number of boa ts 
engaged in the fisheries. A greater 
number of boats would have beeii en- 
gaged at Skeena this year if llshermen 
to man them had boon available. For 
-ieVeral years the canners at • Rivers 
Inlet and the Skeena river placed a 
limit on the number of boats that each 
should use, but no such agreement has 
been In force during the past three 
-seasons. With the steady decrea.-iij in 
the run of the sockoye to tlif; Fruser 
river greater efforts are made ycju'ly 
to Increase the catch In the north. 
lOvery large canning- interest on thf 
Fraser is now roproscmeu by one or 
: more canj>erloii at Rivers Inlet: and the 
f: : Skeena : river, - and though; the , flsh ap- 
: :i)ear to be running;, there >'ln ;a'3 great 
-numbers as forraerly,!iiand.*;the;Cspawn- 
ing bods 'ahundahtly"''see'(Jcfd~eiji:h' ytjar, 
there Is danger : '"from: -the'^;c6nistatiUy 
increasing eftorts '. . to catch the fidh 
that a condition similar (to. that which 
now exists: upon the Fraser river may 
the created. Both the capners. and the

The physical characteristics . of our 
northern rivers and inlets are such 
that regiilntloiis which will afford am- 
ple protection to the salmon aru easily 
dovi^ised.

Fish In Inland Lakes. 
During last June and Julv 1 made 
an extended investigation of tlio wa 
ters of the Kooteiiay and Vale dls 
trlcls to enquire Into their supply of 
food and game fishes, and -what meas- 
ures. If any, should be adoiited to in- 
crease and. preserve them. . Leaving 
tho railroad at Golden, I journeyed up 
tho eighty odd miles of the Columbia 
river by steamer to its extreme head 
waters. Lakes Windermorc and Co- 
lumbia. Visiting McMurdo and Kind- 
icy creelis, I iJi;.s.sed over on to and 
down the Kootenay river to Skookum- 
chuclv and then to St. Mary's river at 
Fort Sieele, thence up Ea.glo river to 
Fernie, and bade to Moyie river and 
lake and on to the great Kootenay 
ij.ike. From the lattei-, I proceeded 
down tiio Kootenay river to the Slo- 
can and up that stream to its source, 
Slocan laice, and then went over the 
divide to Christina lake and the Ket- 
tle river country; thence up. the Ar- 
row lakes to the Columbia river, to 
Revelstoke, and then to Shuswap and 
Okanagan lakes. 

The' waters of those districts Inter- 
communicate and uitimatel.v all reach 
the Columbia river, with the exception 
o! Shuswap lake, which is a tributary, 
through the Thompson river, of tite 
Fraser river. 

AVith the exccjition of tho Columbia 
river from Golden to Windermere, and 
Columbia lakes and the Kettle river, 
all the waters visited were found to 
contain trout and charr in abundance. 
All the trout found, belong to tho raln- 
bow-steelhoad series. The number ob- 
served in some of these waters was 
amazing. I have nc-i/er seen in fresh 
water larger or finer specimens of 
trout than those secured in Koote- 
nay and Okanagan lakes. At Kaslo 
last July I saw ten trout that had been 
taken with hook and lino that day 
from Kootenay lake that weighed from 
ten to twenty-two pounds each. For 
number and game qualities the trout 
in McMurdo and Flsn lalccs, and nu- 
merous other small mountain lalces, in 
all these sections, cannot.be exceeded 
In any country. One cannot visit the 
Kootenay and Yale districts in the 
fishing season without being impressed 
with the fact that this province is as 
rich in its wealth of game fish as it is 
famous for tlie value and extent of its 
commercial fisheries. When the 
anglers of the woi-ld come to Itnow the 
extent and character or our fresli wa- 
ter lakes and streams and tho sport 
that awaits them there, and in tho 
salmon rivers and inlets of our extend- 
ed coast line, the province will be- 
come their mecca. No section of Amer- 
ica offers such opportunities to the 
devotees of the angle. 

Other Varieties. 
In addition to troiit and charr, most 
of the large laiies and sii'eams contain 
ling, the Pacific white"'fish and the 
"red fish," the former 'being quite 
common and furnishing eiccellent food 
! to gome 'sections. The white fish at- 
tains a ' weight of from two to three 
pounds in the larger lakes, but is sel- 
dom taken in'sitt;h*'quantilies as to fig- 
ure in the markets. The "red fish" 
Cthe "Kokanee" ot the Kootenay In- 
dians), .common to these sebtions, and 
especially to the streams tributary to 
the Okanagan lakes; is - a diminutive 
form of the sockeye salmon (nerka), 
which, so. far as known, is not anadra- 
mous. It is small and can hardly be 
classed as a food fish, though it is 
extensively used around Okanagan 
lake in the fall when it passes up the 
streams In vast numbers to spawn. 

The regulations relating to dams- and 
the dumping of sawdust and dele- 
terious substances mto the waters of 
the province, I find are- carefully ob- 
served. 

The clo.scd season for trout does not 
effectually cover their spawning pe- 
riod. I am convinced fi;Dni informa- 
tion obtained that the closed ."ieason 
for trout and all other fish in the 
Kootenay and Yale districts should bo 
extended to May 1st, and that a lim- 
it should be placed on the number and 
size (length) of the trout that may be 
taken at any time. The trout in those 
sections spawn later than those, in our 
coast streams. Complaint has been 
made that many of tho streams and 
some of the smaller lakes have al- 
ready become greatly depleted by ex- 
cessive fishing, "andor existing rcgu- 
tions no protection is afforded tlie 
white fish, and while it may be claim- 
ed that they arc not a game fish and 
of thoniselvos are not of sufficient 
importance to call for legislation, ac- 
tion is desirable because fishermen 
frequent the strea:ms during the closed 
season for trout, under the pretext 
that tliey are only fishing for white- 
fish, and yet kill all tho trout they can 
secure. By extending the regulations 
so as to exclude the taking of white- 
fish, there would be no excuse for 
angiers-to visit the streams, the law 
for the protection of trout could be 
more offoctivoly and easily enforced, 
aitd many a fine trout that now fdlls a 
victim to a halted hook would bo pre- 
served during its spawning period. 

With the exception of tho Shuswap 
lake section, all the principal watei-s ot 
the Kootenay and Yale districts drain 
Into the Columbia river. X^ish ascend- 
ing the •Columbia river have accos.s 
to all these w-aters except Kootenay 
lake and its tributaries, from which 
they are barred by tho great falls In 



government, under whoso direction the 
black bass ware planted in Christina 
and Movie lakes, has this to aay, In 
the report of that department, (or .1902, 
of the tiansplanting of ,black ibapi In 
waters alreadv stocked wUhjtrout, i^Of 
the stocking of the waters 'with/ black'

trout vvtlhout question * win undoubt- 
edly disappear before the -now : and 
pernicious marauders and in most cases 
the trnul aro tho preferable fish. As 
a matter of fact a lake will sustain far 
fewer black bass than brook t'rout, for 
the reason tluit tho bass aro inordinate 
feeders and are on the offensive at all 
times, though, especially bellicose in 
June and July wlie'fi In most localltlos 
they are at the height of spawning or 
jealously guarding their nests. More- 
over the scliools of young fry are great 
wanderer!?, and will make their way in- 
to all the neighboring waters, if access 
be at all possible, passing through very 
small and shallow channels, when 
foraging for new feeding grounds. 
Black bass are most undesirable whero 
trout or grayling exist and should bo 
Introduced only Into Isolated waters 
whefe they cannot spread and mi- 
grate." 

Dwight Lydell, a recognized author- 
ity on tho life of the black bass, says 
of their spawning habits:: "Tho nests 
are built by the. male. lie prefers a 
bottom of sand a,nd,^ra;j(el,).,at. a depth 
of from.- two to three-'feet . of clear 
water. ' Having selected- - a" "suitable 
place he cleans the;sahd arid mtid from 
the gravel by svveeplng it', with his 
tail making a diameter of about two 
feet. The sand swept towards the 
outer edge forms a rim, leaving tho 
center of tho nost concave. During 
nest building the female is not pres- 
ent. After the nest is ready the male 
goes out into the deep water and soon 
returns with, a female, within a few 
hours they begin spawning. They aro 
In the nest at the same time. The eggs 
of the bass aro glutonous and as they 
are extruded they become fastened to 
tlie gravel. Onco the eggs aro deposit- 
ed the foinalo departs and tho male 
alone guards tlie eggs and ' fans them 
constantly with his tail, to remove all 
sediment and to give a light current 
to tho water. In a temperature of CI! F. 
the eggs hatcli in five days a;;d the 
young swarm up from the bottom in 
twelve to thirteen days from the time 
of hatching. They then begin moving 
about and feeding. They remain in a 
more or less scattered school and aro 
guarded and their movements largoiv 
governed by the male until tnov are 
1 1-4 inches _in length, when ho leaves 
them, after vvhich they gradually scat- 
ter along in shallow water on their ac- 
count." 

Lvdeil, also, .states that ' from 493 
adult blaclt bass — an average , of four 
males to six females — they, reared 4S0,- 
UOO fry. In. one season; and" that; the try 
under favorable, conditions attain a 
length .of four to. six inches In the first 
year. 'V.. i'.jis 

j'. A Grave Menace 

From .the^ above: (quotations', it Is seen 
that the blaok-'bass . are,. prolific .breed- 
ers, voracious-feeders- and, great migra- 
tors, and . that ( their:'. Introduction into 
waters; already .' stocked iWith-; trout, or 
into waters where they may gain ac- 
cess to trout waters, is botli unde- 
."Irable and dangerous In the extreme 
to the trout. 

That tho department of marine and 
fisheries was, in 1901, misinformed and 
ignorant of the character' of Chris- 
tina lake, its direct communication 
with the waters of an extended sec- 
tion and their wealth of trout, is mani- 
fest from tile above quotations made 
from Prof. Prince's report. 

It has long been known that Moyie 
lake and river were abundantly 
stocked with trout, that their waters 
afforded the best trout fishing in that 
section of the province. That the lake 
and river will support , a. greater num- 
ber o£ -iarfriit' tbais'^-lja^gSr • anditt^ the 
latter will "exterminate the -^fornrier, has 
boon shown by ' the statements of Mr. 
Prince and otiier writers on the sub- 
ject. That the department of marine 
and fisheries and Prof. Prince were 
duly apprised of the fact that the pro- 
.vincial goviernment objected to the 
introduction of black bass In 1902 is 
shown by the followln|!' telegraphic 
correspondence, taken frorii* the files 
of this department. 

Ciommunications Pftsaf-'' 

On Septeniber '3'or'l'902',''Horr. D. M. 
Eberts, attorney-genera! and minister 
of the department, wired the Hon. Mr. 
James Sutherland, minister of ma- 
rine and fisheries, Ottawa, as follows: 

I'Please furnish me with the names 
fsi the waters in this province which 
aro to be stocked with black bass, 
which the press states are en route 
to th Coast. 

"D. M. EBERTS, 
"Attorney- General." 
On October 2, 1902, Hon. D. M. Eb- 
erts again wired the minister at Ot- 
tawa: "Reported in local press that a 
shipment of black bass is en route to 
Coast for liberation ip lakes of this 
province. Highly undesirable to plant 
in laltes tHbutary to salmon waters. 
Kindly wire me names of lakes. Have 
no answer to my telegram of Tuesday.

Threatens SalmpriVlndustry. 

Ix Is to b^ regretted (and that regret 
:\yll I continue, tqi;'gro\y as the black bass 
iiicrease! aiid" pass f rotri one to tii e 
oth^r 'oif : the waters of 'the Kootenay 
and Yale districts Jl,; that ■ tli'e ' depart- 
ment at Ottawaiwas/iip^^^^^ 
mlssloner says,'""(3h accpuntiof the ex- 
tensive and varied means of informa- 
tion possesses," Informed of the simple 
fact (one obtainable by examination 
of any map of the province) that 
Moyie lake and river are direct tribu- 
taries of tho Kootenay river, and that 
Kootenay river is also a direct tribu- 
tary of the great lake of that name, 
and that Christina lake is directly 
tributary to the Columbia river 
through the Kettle river, and that tho 
black bass now in Christina lake liavo 
thus direct access to the lower Koote- 
nay river, Slocan and Arrow lalces. 
The black bass in Moyie lake can and 
■R'Hl in time enter the Kootenay river 
and -lake, waters abundantly stocked 
with tho finest trout to be found in 
tho province. 

I do not know of any motliod by 
v/hicli the black bass which have Ije- 
come established in Cliristlna and 
Moyie lakes can be exterminated. I 
1-iave to suggest, liowever, that an 
order in council at once bo 
passed prohibiting tiie transplant- 
ing ot any nonlndlgenous fishes in any 
waters in the province. Such an order 
will delay their cslablisliniont in the 
waters of Kootenay and Yalo districts, 
and possibly may prevent their being 
introduced to the waters of the Fivi- 
ser river. Because not only are the 
black bass In Christina and Moyie 
laKes a menace to the indigenous 
fishes in the Kootenay and Yale dis- 
tricts, but their presence there is al- 
so a menace to the sockeye salmon of 
the Frasei.- river. Tlie bass is easily 
trans])orted. It is a simple matter to 
carry for liours enough live bass in an 
ordinary bucket of water to stock any 
body of watoi'. If the bjaok baas ever 
gain access to the w:at,ers of tho great 
lakes of the Fraser<-- watershed, in 
vvhich tlie sociteye-sayniOn spawn, and 
In whicli the greater number of their 
progeny, remain for a year after hatch- 
ing, there is grave danger that the 
sockeye-salmon of th^ -'^EraserV. wlll 
cease to be of commercial' Importance 
from this cause alone. 

Another Problem. 

Because the waters of Windermere 
lake and the Columbia river, from Gol- 
den to AVindemiere, are without any 
considerable number of trout, the wa- 
ter being too shallow and warm for 
them, there Is ;a strong public senti- 
ment among the residents in favor of j 
stocking those waters with black bass. 

The deputy comrrilssioner of fisher- 
ies does not favor this, however, on 
account of the dangei; of their being 
transported into th^' , -waters of neigh- 
boring lakes to thfe ditrlnient of the 
Indigenous fishes.

VANCOUVER'S JAIL 
■ ' IS OVERFLOWING 

Prisoners Compelled io Sleep 
on Floor-— Talk of New ' 
Building 



Vancouver, Feb. 21. — The largest 
ehaingang that ever went out from 
the city jail is worldng in Fairvlew 
today. It comprises forty-tlvo men, all 
able-bodied fellows, capable of doing 
a good day's work. Tomorrow there 
will be an addition of two more men 
who were this morning sent to jail for 
thirty days, and will be pressed into 
service. The work of the gang repre- 
sents over $100 a day to the city, 
which in itself Is ouite a considera- 
tion. 

At the present time there are 
ninety-two prisojiers in the city jail. 
There Is cell accommodations for only 
fifty-two, with tho result , that the 
others have to sleep with .a blanket 
and a straw mattress on tno floor of 
the big room. 

In the woman's ward there are thir- 
teen inmates, '"with beds for only ten 
Three^French ■'(vomen were gathered in 
by the- toUoe ''. last nl^fht In the .East 
End. ^ They ' Satl failed to obey , the 
mandateiito igetibiii, of ttowxi, wJtti the 
result that they go '.to" Jail for six 
montlis. 

The location offered by the C. P. R- 
m a site for the pi-oposed jail for tho 
city's convicts la at the corner of On- 
tario street and the Bodwell road in 
South Vancouver municipality. Ten 
acres are included in the tract, and 
the location is suitable for the estab- 
lishment of a quarry where the pris- 
oners may brealc rock in an enclosed 
yard. The spur of the Briti.=h Colum- 
bia Electric Railway company from 
the cemetery line passes by the site, 
making transportation easy. No prico 
has been -fixed for the property, Mr. B. 
Manpolo's letter on the point stating 
that he desires tho civic authorities to 
ioolc over the site and arrange -the 
price at a later conference. The ques- 
tion will then bo referred -to the Mon- 
treal ofhce. 

At yesterday's meeting of the police 
committee Dr. McTavish urged that 
additional accomomdation bo provided 
at the jail, as at present the quarters 
ivcre crowded far beyond any sane 
policy.

cr.s (1,248,114 tons) and 48B sailers 
(^70,083 tons), Which. Is an increase 
for thQ. year,- 1007 of 25 steiimers and 
2S sailing vessels; the tonnage In botlt 
ca.^ies Is also greater than it was a 
yonr ago. In 190U tlio steamers In- 
creiised both hi number and tonnage, 
while tlie sailers, although they grew 
in number, were of a smaller aggregate 
tonnage. There are twenty-one sailing 
lililp ownories in Hamburg having at 
their disposal from 3,000 to nearly 43,-

An examination;: of? ,_^Mr;::Jicliityr.o^ 
account showed, that -iBome"" .'of the 
wolves had' been > killed 'before' Feb- 
ruary 1, the date on which the in- 
crtiased bounty came Into effect, and 
on these he will be allowed only $5 
per; head, but he has evidence enough 
of February's work .to makelhlsiclaim, 
when revised, amount to about ' $1,000. 

It is reported that a number of 
Indians up the coast, who have learn- 
ed of the increase of - bounty, have 
taken to tl-io woods on a Imnt, and it 
Is expected that before tho winter is 
over they will have large sums to 
collect from the government. 

During tho past three weeks six 
panthers have been killed within a 
radius of throe miles of tho town pf 
Alberni, and one of these was shot 
while in tho act of feasting on the 
carcass of a deer It had just Icllled.

It is estimated 
tliat sufficient water for domestic pur- 
poses for years to come can be 1-iad 
from Stamp river, and that all the 
necessary power for a municipal elec- 
tric lighting plant and tramway sys- 
tem can also be found tjiore, but there 
Is some doubt as to adequate lU'cssure 
for all purposes. Beaver creek while 
not containing, auflicient -water, can be 
made to provide all tho pressure that 
could ever bo demanded, and it is pro- 
posed to use it as an auxiliary for 
emergency purposes." The. public sen- 
timent IS strongly ' In favor of public 
ownership of public utilities.

vCoLinsel for Waterworks Com 
M, pany Again , Heard , Regard-r 
ing. Clauses 



The private bills committee again 
heard argument by counsel upon the 
clauses of the Victoria li^aterworks bZl 
opposed by the Esquimau "Waterworks 
company and the B. C Electric com- 
pany. 

A two hour session of the committee 
yesterday mornins was largely, occu- 
, pled with the consideration -of • the 
• points objected to by the'Esquilnalt 
Waterworks company. • 

A clause in the city's bill empower.'! 
it to go on and under the watorslicfl 
of the water ^company. The city claims 
the right to do this under its private 
act of 1872, which gives it also, ac- 
t'ordint: to W. J. Taylor, K.C, who re- 
^preaented the olty„. the right to ex- 
propriate. The present clause Is mere- 
ly to conlirm, he states, the right given 
by that act. ■ 

The city does not desire to expro- 
priate any portion of the watershed of 
the company, it is maintained. AH that 
is required is the right to drive a tun- 
nel beneath the watershed to connect a 
pipe line with Soolvo lake This will 
save a circuit according to the con- 
tention Of the city's counsel of about 
, ten miles, and give a better head of 
water at the point of delivery. 

A. F^. lAixton, K.C, on boliaif of the 
Esquimalt waterworlcs company, op- 
po.sod the clauses referring to tlie lat- 
ter in the city's bill. He maintained 
that the company should be protected 
in' its holdings absolutely. T. Lubhe, 
the manager of the company, gave evi- 
dence as to the extent of the company's 
nvestment in the construction of 
dams and in liarnessing the waters of a.

Mr. Nadcn moved in amendment that

His amendment, he stated would do 
avi'ay with what was ' known as the 
$2 franchise and also wpuldiglve. 'the 
franchise' in municipal ;i':miilter.s . t 
women. ' 

The attorney-general when ap 
proaclied by a deputation was quoted 
as having said that the change was 
made tn order to do away with the 
saloon dog tax vote. To be consistent 
he should also do away with the $ 
road tax vote. The saloon man could 
quite as readlly.»;pay;the road tax for 
other men and vote them as they could 
In the case of the dog tax. 

Everybody who has the right to vote 
at provincial elections should also have 
the right to vote at municipal elections. 
The only qualification should be a 
residential one. He thought that the 
act should provide that every British 
subjeot'.oC, 21. years of- age domiciled in 
a municipality for 12 months should 
have the right to vote. 

The iiresont delinition of. the term 
householder was a retrogade .step. 
Under the successive amendments wo- 
men had been given tno right to vote 
even without a property (lualllicatlon. 
The present delinition ^took this . away 
from them. He wishe''d that he pos- 
sessed the eloquence to place the mat- 
ter properly before the house. He 
wlshed 'that 'he had the eloquence pos- 
sessed' by?,- the "delegation of three la-' 
dies^.from' the city of - Victoria which 
had walt?j£l;;on;:tha-jpiunlcipal;;pommit-': 
tee. 

The house had alreadv accepted the 
nrinciple of female suffrage tor they 
had enacted that any woman having 
$100 worth of. property had a right to 
vote. 'He.asked what' virtue lay in tne 
possession; of ithls $100 -worth of pro- 
perty. Other women were fully as in- 
telligent and had beel> prevented per- 
haps through their fulfilling their 
household and' family, duties or by the 
care of stheir children from amassing 
the required amount of property. » ■ 

He:, thought that his amendment 
should be accepted. 

Asks to Have It Stand Over 
Hon. W. J. Bowser suggested that 
the definition of householder be al- 
lowed to stand over, and the rest of 
the bill considered. They could then 
return to the clausce. « 

Mr. Hawtnorniliwaite took exception 
to this. He had known of cases where 
the government had allowed measures 
to stand over until the closing hours 
of the session and had them rushed 
through. He was afraidrthls' might be 
attempted in this.case. ..It ;'yvas unfair 
to the women of 'the province and to 
the women of -Victoria who- had taken 
such an Interest In the- measure. He 
pressed, for an" expression ^ of opnilon 
from Mr.- Bowser or. from -the premier 
upon the question' of female suffrage. 
No Government Interference 
Hon. Mr. McBridc, having explain- 
ed that the government In lino with 
the general i)olicy which for quite a 
number of year.s had been pursued, 
carefully refrained from interfering in 
any way as an administration with 
the work of the nuinicipal committee 
in preparing this legislation, contin- 
ued: 

Now witli regard to my hon. friend's 
anxiety in respect to the claims of the 
women of Briti3h Columbia, I am very 
glad to be in a pjisition to make a 
statemejit. AVe have now been In sf s- 
sion for about, orzrather, a little over, 
five weeks, and hence we'find that it 
has taken my hori. friend some five 
weeks to become alive to the fact that 
the women of British Columbia and 
In particular the "Women's Council of 
'Victoria city feci very keenly in re- 
gard to this legislation. (Hear, hear.) 
I notice that my hon. friend is nioro 
than anxious this afternoon, and so 
I will relievo liLs anxiety at once. First 
and foremost, as far as the govern- 
ment is concerned, wo have ' never 
made any offlcl.-il ;innouncement of 
policy -with re.spect to the question of 
bestowing tlio franchise upon women, 
and so far as my knowledge oxtend.s 
in the course of the la.?t ,twenty-olght 
year.'!, whenever from time to time the 
question of women's rights has aris- 
en on the floor of this house, no sin- 
gle instance has occurred in wlilch the 
provincial government has taken this 
Issue 11]) fdul made it a matter of gov- 
ernment violicy. (Hear, hear.) 

His Personal Views 

For my own part, I have voted on 
six or seven occasions against the ex- 
tension of the franchise to -ivomen, but 
as 1 had the jiloasure of Informing a 
delegation from the Women's Council 
the other day, I am always open to 
light, and con.^equcntly I ain not to be 
considered be.\ond redemption. (Sonic 
laugliter), and so jjorhaps in jear.s to 
come I may be able to sec that it is 
In the general public Interest that the 
franchise should bo so extended as to 
include women. (Hear, hoar.) 

And, further, so important diies tlie 
aitoruey-general feel this matter to 
bo that he asks tho committee In its 
wisdom to allow this section to .s-tand 
over foi- further consideration. (Ili^ir, 
hear.) .Surely this is a most rea.-ion- 
abloi .roqifest in the cU'c'umsiarices. 
(Hear, , hear.. .Despite tho fact that 
my honorable ' frlena , from -Nanalmo, 



that unless this very afternoon, be- 
fore the hour for, adjournment arrives, 
something definite Is at -least", said, if 
not done" something very tragic Is 
■ about- to happen. (Laughter.) 
; I believe, Mr. Chairman, that I en- 
Joy the confidence of the women of 
British Columbia (Hear, bear, and 
some laughter); and I think that I 
can go so far as to say on behalf 
of the "Women's Council of British 
Columbia that their dearest interests 
are being in no ^yay placed In jeopardy 
by the proposed delay In the continua- 
tion of this argument, occasioned by 
the desire of my colleague, the attor- 
ney-aeneral, that this motion shall 
stand for further consideration. ,i (Hear, 
hear.) I hope that i'liiy'>'v;Iew.''.^of-''thls 
explanation my honorable-ffrlerid'tfrom 
Nanalmo will be.: quite willing, to (With- 
draw his opposition. (Hear, hear, and 
applause,.) • 
Premier States Position. 
Hon. Mr. McBrlde. — I wish the com.- 
mlttee to understand I am perhaps 
more anxious to advance the rights of 
tho women of British Columbia than he 
is; but I propose, however, to exercise 
my own judgment In the matter, when 
the time comes fur me to give my vote 
hi thiti parliament upon this question, 
(Hoar, lioar) ; and simply because I 
may be advl.'-^ed by this, that or tho 
other .association, I do not feel myself 
In duty bound to foUow: In; the direc- 
tion which they may possibly iiuli- 
cate. (Hear, hear). , 

K'owV'as a matter of fact it was quite 
competent for ^ny 'hon ^friend during 
the jiast live vveeks'to have introduced 
a bill for the protection of , women's 
rights in this province, but instead of 
taking this rational step ho waits until 
this ,,olause comes; ;before;ithe ;oommlt- 
tee, .In order, tovmake .what-itoimy smlnd 
Is an attaok,upon.\tho:gQvernment. But 
I can tell him that thef admlnlstratlon 
has never t4ken:any,deflnitepdllcy with 
regard to the^-questlon ; of women's 
rights;, and -. whenever? the:' Interests of 
the women of ' this:.provlnce are under 
consideration,:! propose, si>eaklng for 
mysplf; ,to do what in my opinion Is In 
the best -Interests' of :the :country and 
Of the women themselyeSi ;(Applaus6). 
I do not wish to digress from the gen- 
eral line of debate, -but vlf ; the : hon.

Hon. Mr. McBrlde: But my hon.

I further trust ho. will acknowlodgo 
that tlio attitude of both myself .and 
of my colleagues on this question is 
taken absolutely without any desire to 
tlo injury. ■to.Jtlie rights of tlio ladies 
in whose Interest my hmi. friend from 
Nanaimo has spoken thin aftornoon. Wo 
an' trying neither directlyi nor indl- 
vi'iVily to ilo anything whatever that 
ni;iv '(letraet from the .-strong case of niy 
h'jii.
